1 have served through 
only one aoeaioa of Coagrssa, aad no River 
and Harbor Bill was passed through that ses- 
sion. Had a bill uf that character been passed, 
I bave no doubt that something would have been 
done toward tbeae iaprovementa. Tbeee facta 

were known, or could hav.- t n -anily known, 

to the Committee on Resolutions of tbe Con- 
vention, and instead of a manifestiog indiffer- 
ence on my part to these great improvements, 
we believe rather manifests aa indifference on 
their part aa to tbe tratb or falaity of what 
they write and aay.
